“BLECTRICAL ENGINEERING: AS A... 
PROPESSION IN THE U.8.A. 


It isa common thing to hear the electrical 
enginecr’a profession spoken of as if any 
ove who.can master it has befora him a 
straight: road. to..euosess,.and onp- rerel 
picks up o paper without sesing some advice 
to tho young men of the’ country: to study 
electricity instead of law or medicine. The 
New York Sun, for. inetanoo, replies ta an 
inquiry as to the status of the profession in 
the following terms, whioh, if not us rose-
